Mr. BAVIUS, 

HAVE feen your 134th Yourna/, dated 
July 27th, 1732, and find by it, that fub- 
jects of the niceft importance are fome- 
times allowed a place in your puper. 
Having fince received fome Remarks upon 
that part of it, intitled, 4” abfraf of a 
lately revived dij pute concerning liberty and prejcience, I 
muft defire you, if pofible, to infert themin your next. 











Sir 

The Abfiral which you was fo kindas to fend me I have 
carefully read. It relates, I fee, to that celebrated controverfy 
concerning, Goa’s prefciexce, and Man's free-will. As the 
author writes with temper, and Jike a fincere enquirer af- 
ter truth, I have, according to his own defire, madea 
few animadverfions upon it. If you think they may be 
of any fervice in the cauie of /iderty, (without which we 
feem to be no better than confcious machines, capable nei- 
ther of virtue nor vice, praife nor blame, rewards nor 
punifhments ;) you have my free confent to publifh them, 
when, and in what manner you pleafe. 

This Gentleman conjures his ppponents to be fhort, and 
not to fay one word befide the purpofe. 1 fhall therefore, 
without any further introduction obferve, 1ft. That Mr. 
FancourT (as is obvious to every unprejudiced and impar- 
tial reader) has allowed trom the very beginning, that what 
was ever certain, was ever foreknown. What he denies, 
is, that our free actions were ever certain ; or, that afi- 
ans, which were ever certain, can be free. His reafon is 
short and plain; becaufe free ations, by the confeffion 
of both parties, either may, or may not be. But when 
one fide iscertain, the other fide is impoffible, and cannot 
be ; no more than what is certain can be falfe. 

Therefore, zdly, tho’ ¢ the certainty of fore-knowledge 
« does not caufe the certainty of things, but is itfelf found- 
‘ed onthe reality of their [ future] exiftence 5° yet fore- 
knowledge, with him, fmplies a certainty in things, and 


certainty implies mecefity, and anecefity deltroys free-- 


agency. 

. irae, 3dly, when the Author of the 44/frad contends, 
that ‘ tho’ foreknowledge imp/ies a certainty in things, 
“yet it is np other than fuch a certainty only, as would 
* be equally in things, tho’ there was no fore-knowledge ; ” 
this, I conceive, is faying nothing towards removing the 
grand difficulty ; and feems calculated, not fo much to 
eftablith prefcience, as to deftroy /iberty; not fo much to 
evince God’s foreknowledge of our free actions, as that 
there are no free afNons to be foreknown. Which mutt, I 
am pretty confident, be the real cafe, was his argument 
in the next paragraph juft and conclufive, viz. ¢ What 
‘ ever now is, ’tis certain that it is; and [therefore] it was 
* yeiterday, and from eternity, as certainly true, that 
* the thing would be to day, as it is mow certain that it 
‘is.’ Whereas the prefent or paft exiltence of a thing 
is an argument, indeed, that it was ever po/ible betore, 
not that it was ever cer?ain. —-—— Let us iuppote this 
Gentleman’s 44/ra@ to have been a contingent or free 
performance 3 what, upon the whole, he either might, or 
might not have made. What Mr. F. afferts is, whalft it 
remained free and contingent, it was at that time neither 
certain that he would, nor certain that he would not 
vrite its but only in his power, as a free agent, to have 
made either certain. For when his writing becomes cer- 
tain, his not writing becomes impo/7bce 5 becaule, what 
will be, mufi be, and canrot but be. 

This, I apprehend, is fet in a very eafy and convinc- 
ing light in the drpendix to his detter to Mr. Nor- 
MAN. Where, in the compais.of a 
pamphlet, that has undergone a third imprefiion, you 
have (as I conceive) a clear and decilive view of te pre

poffible and impoffible. For the fame reafonit is, that 
none can prevent what will be ; becaufe to prevent It, 
* is to make that it will not be 5 and fo true, and not true, 
© that it will be.’ Page 12. I durit undertake for 
him, that he fhall venture the whole controverfy upon 
this fingle point, Whether whatever is now certain, was 
ever certain ? And if our Author can fairly demonftrate 
the affirmative, Mr. F. fhall yield him, that what we call 
free a€tions were ever certain, and certainly foreknown 
Srom eternity: tho’ hereto prove they were ever free 
alfo, and what we might have prevented, will be the 
queftion. 

4thly, «Bare prefcience, we'll grant him, has no in- 
* fluence at all, upon any thing; .nor contributes, in the 
‘ leaft, towards making it neceffary, any more than the 
‘ fimple knowledge of it, when it isdone.’ But fill the 
difficulty continues in its full flrength, how it came to 
be true [of fin, for inttance,} that it was egver.certain, 
which God’s fore-knowledge always fuppofes. To fay, it 
was made fo by an aét of the divine will, ftains the di- 
vine purity : to fay, it was certain, amtecedently to any 
act of the divine will, is to make it in its own nature 
neceflary, and to eftablifh a fatal neceflity of all that we 
call fin: and in both cafes the free agency of the creature 
Is fone. ' 

sthly. As to what he adds, *’tis true 5 the manner how 
‘ God can forefee future things, without a chain of ne- 
‘ ceflary caules, is impoffible for us to explain diltinétly 5’ 
I an{wer, if he can folidly prove, that all our freeit actions 
were always future or ever certain, we'il allow they were 
ever foreseen, without giving him the trouble of explain- 
ing it at all, and much lels of explaining it diftin&ly. 
Let them be forefeen in the y/a/s of the divine will, or 
by means of God’s eternity being aflual’y commen/urate 
to all duration, and fo by the prefentiality and exiflence 
of all things in eternily, or any other way he pleafes, we 
will not contend with him 5 tho’ this (as our Author him- 
felf jultly obferves) is but to darken difficulties with a 
foew of know'edge. However, in the mean time, he 
would do well to explain a little more diftinly, the 
confiftency of what follows, viz. that ‘ certainty of event 
does not, in any fort, imply necefliry.” Since, by his own 
confeffion, the event that’s certain, muft be ; elie it 1s be- 
yond me to underftand his meaning, when he afks, ¢ Will 
« there not yet, inthe nature of things, be the fame 
‘ certainty of event, in any one of our actions, as if they 
‘were never {> fatal and meceffary ?° To conclude: 
what God infallibly foreknows, wiil be; the a€tions of 
free agents, whilft contingent, only may be: and there- 
fore are no more the objects of fuch a fore knowledge, than 
to fquare a circle is an cbject of power. He that can 
forekuvowy the one, I prejume, may do the other.

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4 ROM the time that the memoirs of our Society have 
been publifhed weekly, they have been attaqued by per- 
fons who were formerly members, but for private reatons 
deferted us; and to difguile and ; a!liate that defertion, have 
profefled an open enmity to our whole Body.

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feveral ingenious and learned perfons, generally unknown 
to him, communicate pieces from time to time. Thefé 
pieces are publifhed fometimes with, and fometimes with- 
out alterations, according as they are approved by fome other 
perfons who are confulted. Neither Mr. Bavivs, nof 
his Colleagues are obliged to defend any of thefe papers 
which come from other hands, unlefs they have exprefly 
declared them to he agreeable to their own fentiments. 
In other cafes, they are only to be looked upon as merely 
publithers; and, as fuch, have frequently affured the public, 
that any perfon who thinks himéelf unjuftly attacqued in 
this Journal, fhall have an opportunity of defending him- 
{elf in the fame 5 than which offer they cannot imagine 
any thing fairer and more impartial. 

About four months ago, a Gentleman under the name 
of Dramaticus fent us a criticifm upon The Modern 
Husband, which was printed in Number 117. To 
which the Author, Henry Fieipine, Efq; inflead of re- 
turning any anfwer, thought it fufficient to inveigh bitterly 
among his acquaintance againit the Grud.freet Fournal, 
repreienting the Authors of it as a fet of paltry, ill-natured, 
and ignorant f{eribblers. About two months ago he brought 
upon the flage a Comedy of three Aéts, ca 
Debauchees ; to which he added a Farce of two, repre- 
fenting the humours of a bawdy-houfe, and intitled the 
Covent-garden Tragedy, which was damned the firft night. 
In the firft fcene of which he introduces the Bawd fay- 
ing to her Porter, , 


The Grub ftreet Journal thou baft known to vwrite, 

Thou art a judge. 

Some reflections upon this tragical Farce, in two let- 
ters, one from Prosaicus, and the other from Drama 
Ticus, were publifhed in our 127th and 128th Journals: 
To which an anfwer was printed in the Daily Poft of 
June 21. under the name of Mr. Wm. Hint, Candie- 
Jnaffer, dire&ed to Dramaricus, alias Prosaticus, alias 
Bavius, &c. This anfwer confifted of two parts, a gene-' 
ral defence of the Covent-garden Tragedy, onl an invective 
againtt the Grud-freet Journal. ‘To the former Drama- 
Ticus fenta reply, printed in number 130: and to the: 
latter another reply was drawn up; which, tho’ approved 
by our Society June 29, and ordered to be publithed the 
firft convenient opportunity, yet being pretty long has been 
poitponed from time to time, to leave room for things of 
greater importance, and will perhaps now never fee the 
light in its original form. 

But fince this great Author by a frefh invective againft 
our Society, publithed in the Dai/y Pof of July 31, feems 
refolved to have a controverfy with us concerning the 
defign and nature of our Journal, we are willing to join 
iffue with him upon that point. And to fhew ourfelves 
fair adverfaries, we fhall here republith verdatim all that 
he has alledged againft us, under the name of Mr. Wm. 
Hint Candle-/nuffer ; fubjoining a fhort an{wer to every 
article. 

* When a fet of Scribs/ers, who very juflly ftile them- 
‘ felves of Grudb-ffreet, pretend to give laws to Our The- 
‘ atres, the Prefs is furely open to any pen. ’—~ Serib/ers 
isa term, which, im every learned controverfy, the au- 
thors on either fide claim a right, by immemorial cuftom, 
to apply to their adverfaries; but it belongs only to the 
public to fix it, which is generally done with ftrict juftice. 
The fet of Serib/ers here pointed at do not pretend to give 
new laws to our Theatres, but to revive the old laws of 
the Drama, intirely confonant to the laws of nature; 
againit a fet of Scriblers, who either have not genius 
and learning fuflicient to furnifh a rational and moral en- 
tertainment, or elfe bafely {upprefs their talents in compli- 
ance with the vicious taite of the age. But, whether we

tain Mocx-Docror. As this, we believe, provoked Pro- 
saicus to write the firit letter about it: fo, we are cer- 
tain, this only provoked us to contribute to its interment, 
by ie ting his letter; in doing which, we think, we 
performed, not an inbuman, but an buman oflice. 

* J fancy the real occafion of all your exclamations may 
© be found in one little line, where the Bawd tells her 
* Porter (not much, I think, tohis honour) that he is one 
* Of the Authors of the Grus-freet Fourna’.* -—-- 1 do 
sffure you, that when Parosaicu,’s fiilt letter was pub- 
lithed June 8, in our 127th Journa’, we did not know 
that there was any fuch /itt/e Jine, as you juttly call it, 
in-that tragical Farce. And when we did know it, it pracot 
ed us only to Jaugl.ter, at a pcor Poet, who coukd iinagine 
that he could ridicule us in a line, which was fo 1in- 
probable that no one could believe one fyllable of the iin- 
putation. That it is not auch, nay not at ail, to the 
borour of a Porter to a bawdy houfe, to be one of the 
Authers of cur ‘Fourna/, we intirely agree s¥ ecau'e, acting 
in the l.tter capacity would be detrimental to his tormer. 
But to affiit a venal and venereal Poet, in writing lewd 
dramatical entertainments, would be very bo ourad/e tor 
fuch a perfon ; as being not only confiftent with his other 
profeflion, but tending very much to promote the intercft 
of it. And that this may have been the cafe in relation 
to the pieces before us, is highly probable: for there is 
nothing in the O/d Debauchees, or Covent-garden Tragedy, 
but what a Drurian Porter might, and fome things, wis:ch, 
one would imagine, none but one as converfant with 
ftrumpets, could have written. 

“You mention the depravity of our tafte, but the 
* fuccefs of fuch a Paper (if it had any) would be a 
* ftronger inftance of that depravity than the fuccels of 
* Hurlothrumbo was ;* —— ‘Tho’ Mr. Hint feems here 
to queftion the fucce/s of our Paper, yet his brother Pur- 
LALETHES exprelsly acknowledges it, and pretends to ac- 
count for it, but how truely we fhall hereafter examine. At 
prefent, we muft tell Mr. Hint, that the fuccefs of it was 
never owing to daily or weekly puff in the News-Papers, 
giving an account how it was read to « great audience 
with universal applause, &c. The app/anfe it has met with 
came from other hands than thofe which applauded either 
Hurvo-rurumso, or Hurto-ruumso, the fuccels of 
both which afforded inflances equally frrong of the depra- 
vity v4 tafe. 

* A Paper which any perfon of common fenfe ought to 
* be more afham’d of reading, than women of the firft 
* modefty to fee any Performance ever yet exhibited.’ — 
The perfon here introduced as a learned Critic upon 
Plays and Grub-ftreet Journals ; as a great judge of deco- 
rum, what is proper for perfons of common Jenje, and wo- 
men of the firfi modefty to decline ; and as a great enemy 
to the {uppofed compofitions of his brother the Drury-lane 
Porter, is Mr. Wu. sang Candle-/nuffer. This thews 
how able the real Author of this letter is to write in cha- 
raéter, when he endeavours it.

fnuffer, he wrote like a Critic: fo, when he would fain 
’ appear as a Dramatic Poet, he made only the figure of his 

pretended Grubean Author, a mere Drury-lane Porter 
and Pimp. 

I thall add no more at prefent, than that I have the 
greateit reafon to believe, that Prosaicus and Dramati- 
cus are different perfons, their letters being written in ve- 
ry different hands and ityles ; but I neither know, nor can 
I guefs, who either of them is.- It is much eafier to guefs 
at Mr. Wm. Hint and Puitaretues, who perhaps are 
likewife two different perfons, a Player and a Poet ; of both 
whom either letier is pang the joint compofition : and 
we don’t doubt, that we fhall make it evident to the 
world, before we have done wi:h them, that, in the way 
of literature, the one is fic only tor a Cand/e-snuffer to our 


Society, and the other for a Forter to carry about our lucu- 
brations.
